were available a hasty estimate of 
th e total appraisement in Jackson 
county 
would 
reach 
$11(1,472,270. 
This means an addition of $5,073,- 
340 to the total which was certified 
by the auditor to the state board. 
The total valuation 
last 
year, not 
including railroads and like corj>or-1 
at ion, WILS about $15,300,OOO. 
The 
estimated appraisement for Seymour : 
on the new basis is given as $7,409,-: 
200, exclusive of railroads. 
The ap- I 
praisement 
last 
year 
was 
about 
$3,444,000. 
On this basis the tax 
rate fo r Seymour ought to Tie con­ 
siderable les> than 
$2 
next year. 
The rate this year is $4.02. 
The increase ordered in personal 
pro{»erty appraisements causes the

ons in the valuation of real 
nal property in Indiana 
came as a distinct surprise for which 
the public was wholly unprepared. 
The action was possible because of 
the authority which is vested in the 


commis-don ers. 
I hey have always 
been empowered to exercise this au­ 
thority but not until this year have 
they -co* fit to make such radical 
and -weeping changes in the ap­ 
praisements which were certified by 
the various county auditors. 
The 
radical change of operation has re­ 
sulted in as much unfavorable com­ 
ment a- the inereases themselves. 
The assessment of property in In­ 
di a na h a s been conducted in much 
the same manner for years but this 
year it was made on an entirely dif­ 
ferent scale. 
The -tate tax board under the new 
tax law’ set out to have all property 
listed at its actual cash value with 
the view that the rate of taxation 
would be greatly reduced. 
It is up­ 
on the accomplishment of this that 
the state tax law’ will fall or stand. 
It makes no difference to a taxpayer 
whether bis property is appraised at 
$2,000 with a tax rate of $4.02 or is 
assessed at $4,000 with a tax rate 
of $2.01. 
The success of any tax 
law is measured by the amount of 
money that is paid by the taxpayer 
together with the scale of equality 
upon winch all property’ of the same 
kind anil class is fisted. 
The method 
of arriving at the levy is not so im- 


portant if the appraisement is fair 
and uniform. 
A review of the increases which 


w e re ordered throughout the state bv 
the tax commissioners shows that the 
boosts in some counties were consid­ 
erably higher than in Jackson coun­ 
ty 
This is due to the fact that the 
Jackson county assessors endeavor­ 
ed to list property as nearly as they 
could to meet {lie requirements of the 
new law as laid down by the commis­ 
sioners. 
In other counties where the 
instructions 
were 
disregarded 
the 
state bo aid has made increases which 
are substantially greater than those 
ordered in Jackson county. 
In contemplating the operation cfi 
the new tax law’ property owners 
must hear in mind that the tax rate' 
will be reduced. 
If the appraisement 
as a whole in Jackson county 
is 
doubled and the levy is reduced one- 
half the final result will not be ma­ 
terially different. 
If the rate is less 
than one-half of the present levy the 
new law will lie a direct l>enefit. I n- 
der the new law some property own­ 
er s will doubtless pay more than they 
have in the past as their property has 
been fisted too low while this year it 
was appraised 
at 
more nearly its 
actual value. Thus, in some respects, 
at lea-t, headway is being made to­ 
ward a uniform and equitable ap­ 
praisement. 
It is vet too early to pass final 
judgment upon the -uccess of the law. 


N o w that the state tax board has 
exercised its authority as to local 
approvement the rates for the var­ 
ious taxing u n i t s can be figured out 
and the taxpayer will then he in a 
position to decide for himself i f the 
change is beneficial.

In order that this 
rejwmt may be intelligent, it is abso­

furnished the attendance officer. Any 
neglect to keep an accurate record 
constitutes a 
violation 
of the law. 
Under a rule 
adopted bv 
the state 
board of truancy, attendance officers 
are required to report monthly to the 
superintendent to whom they are re ­ 
sponsible. on 
a form similar 
to the 
annual report blank, so that if' it be­ 
comes 
necessary an 
annual report 
can be compiled from the monthly 
reports. 
The report' is to be made 
in duplicate, one copy to be retained 
by the attendance officer and the 
original sent to the superintendent. 
It is the 
duty of 
the township 
trustees and the boards of school 
trustees to supply each attendance 
officer with tile enumeration of chil­ 
dren of school age in

under his oversight, alphabetically 
arranged.
